Drawings 

1 . Figure 7 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art-- because only that which is 
old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). 

2. The drawings are objected to because: 

a. An inappropriate cross hatch pattern is used to depict rubber member T shown in 
Fig. 7. See MPEP § 608.02 for the appropriate pattern. 

b. Reference numeral 32 appears at page 17, line 19, but does not appear in the 
drawings. 

c. Reference numeral 8 should appear in Fig. 6. 

d. Reference character R appears at page 24, line 7, but does not appear in the 
drawings. 

3. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended."

Specification 

4. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. . 
(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Rabson, AU 
234,387. Figs. 1 & 2 show a telescopic shaft for vehicle steering assembled in a steering shaft of 
a vehicle, comprising: 

a male shaft 1 with accommodating portions 5; 
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a female shaft 2 with accommodating portions 4, the shafts incapable of relative rotation 
with regard to each other but mutually slidable; and 

at least one set of one set of needle rollers 9 with tapered ends disposed in the 
accommodating portions. 

7. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Castellon, US 
6,557,433. Figs. 1-3 show a telescopic shaft for vehicle steering assembled in a steering shaft of 
a vehicle (see also col. 1, lines 8-10), comprising: 

a male shaft 1 1 with accommodating portions 17; 

a female shaft 10 with accommodating portions 13, the shafts incapable of relative 
rotation with regard to each other but mutually slidable; and 

at least one set of one set of needle rollers 27 with tapered ends disposed in the 
accommodating portions. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Runkle, Daugherty, Zernickel, Fisher and SU 398786 each show a telescopic shaft. 
US 2006/018069 is a publication of what appears to be a related application.
